Full  and  Reliable  Accounts  ot  in-  Bnltle 
»t  Pnducah. 

Cairo.  March  28th. 
The  following  ia  principally  from  official 
sources  aud  reliable.  The  night  before  tbe 
battle  scouts  were  kept  8  or  10  miles  out  on 
the  Mavfield  road,  tbe  direction  the  enemy- 
advanced  from.  Returned  about  12  o'clock 
noon  Could  give  no  intelligence  of  citizens 
being  kept  back  and  not  permitted  to  come 
in. 

New  scouts  started  out  atyout  1  o'clock  in 
tbe  atternoon.  Met  ',tbe  enemy's  advance 
guard  about  three  miles  from  the  post,  wa« 
Bred  upon  by  the  advancing  lorce,  and  re- 
turned as  fast  as  they  could,  giving  infor- 
mation. In  less  than  ten  minutes  picket 
guards  were  skirmishing  with  tbeni,  and 
driven  in,  they  being  on  foot  and  tbe  enemy 
mounted.  A  few  of  them  were  unable  to 
reach  the  tort,  and  were  captured.  In  less 
than  thirty  minutes  the  city  and  fort  were 
surrounded,  our  forces  occupying  the  fort 
The  gunboats  Peosla  and  Paw  Paw  opened 
tire  simultaneously  the  with  fort.  On  the 
enemy's  advance  into  tbe  city  the  fight  be- 
came furious.  As  soon  as  the  enemy  took 
position  they  advanced  in  column  against 
the  fort,  were  repulsed,  and  fell  back.  About 
three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  Gen.  Forrest 
sent  in  a  flag  of  truce,  with  a  communica- 
tion, demanding  mirrender  The  flaij  was 
respected,  and  our  forces  ceased  tiring.  The 
following  ia  a  true  copy  of  Forrest's  com- 
munication

To  Colonel  Hicks,  commanding  Federal  forces  uf 

Paducah  ! 

Colonel  :  Having  force  amply  sufficient  to 
carry  your  works  and  reduce  the  place,  and  in 
order  to  avoid  an  unnecessary  eSusion  of  blood, 
I  demand  surrender  of  the  fort  and  troops,  with 
all  public  stores.  If  you  surrender  you  shall  bo 
treated  as  prisoners  of  war,  but  if  I  have  to  storm 
your  works  you  may  expect  no  quarters.

Commanding  Confederate  Troops.

Hicks'  reply

I  have  this  moment  received  yours,  of  this 
iast.,  in  which  you  demand  unconditional  surren- 
der of  forces  under  my  command.  I  san  answer 
that  I  have  been  placed  here  by  my  Government 
to  defend  the  post.  In  this,  as  well  as  all  other 
orders  from  my  superior  officers,  I  feel  it  to  be 
my  duty  as  an  honorable  offioer  to  obey,  and  mint 
therefore  respectfully  decline  surrendering  as  you 
require.  Very  respectfully, 

S.  G.  HICKS,  Commanding  Post. 

The  riieuiy  now  formed  anew,  made  at- 
tack, and  were  again  repulsed  ;  made  a  third 
eflhri  and  were  repulsed  a  third  time  From 
tbe  beginning  tbe  enemy  had  to  some  ex- 
tent taken  cover  in  houses  all  around  the 
fort.  They  now  broke  up,  established  lines, 
and  occupied  buildings  in  swarms,  firing 
from  windows  and  behind  houses,  but  were 
steadily  held  back  Irom  advance.  Colonel 
Hicks  turned  his  cannon  on  the  houses, 
driving  the  enemy  therefrom.  They  how- 
ever, kept  up  fire  from  houses  until  about 
half-past  11  at  nigbt,  when  they  finally  re- 
tired. 

The   enemy    made   his   ttpperance  next 
morning,  when  Col.  Hicks  sent  out  parties 
and  burned  all  houses  in  range  of  musket 
shot.    The  dnemy  kept  hovering  around  in 
tbe  distance,  but  made  no  move  on  the  place 
afterward.    The  following  is  a  true  copy  of 
the  communication  sent    in    about  nine 
oclock  in  the  forenoon,  under   a  flag  of 
truce,  by  General  Forrest. 
Hkau-Qcahters  Forbist's  Cavalry  Corps,  ) 
Near  Paolcah,  Ky.,  March  26,  1864.  J 
Colonel  S.  67.  Hick*,  commanding  Post  and  Fed- 
era!  Forces  at  Paducah,  Ky.: 
Sir:  I  understand  that  you  hold  in  the  guard- 
house, at  Paducah,  a   number  of  Confederate 
soldiers  as  prisoners  of  war.    I  have  in  my  pos- 
session about  thirty-five  or  forty  Federal  soldiers, 
which  We  captured  here   yesterday,   and  about 
500  which  we  captured  at  Union  City.    I  pro- 
pose to  exchange  man  for  man  according  to  rank, 
to  far  as  you  may  hold  Confederate  soldiers.

SIR:  I  have  no  power  tu  make  the  exchange 
you  speak  of.  If  I  had  I  would  most  cheerfully 
do  it.

When  Col.  Hicks  returned  his  written  an- 
swer to  Captain  Anderson,  A.  A.  CJ.,  to  Maj. 
Gen.  Forrest,  through  his  Aid-de-Camp, 
Lieut.  McKnight,  Capt.  Anderson  requested 
Lieut.  McKnight  to  bear  a  verbal  eomniuni 
eation  to  Col.  Hicks,  and  ask  him  if,  in  event 
of  further  negotation,  h«  (Col.  Hicks)  would 
be  willing  to  meet  Major  General  Forrest  at 
some  convenient  place,  each  under  a  flag 
of  truce,  and  have  a  private  interview  with 
him. 

Col.  Hick*  returned  answer,  verbally,  that 
if  Gen.  Forrest  wished  to  see  him  and  have 
a  personal  interview  with  him,  he  would 
meet  him  at  a  convenient  plaoe,  either  with 
or  without  arms,  Col.  Hicks  to  take  with 
him  A.  A.  G.  Oldin,  chief  of  staff  of  M. 
Brayman,  Brigadier  General,  commanding 
District  of  Cairo,  and  A.  F.  Taylor,  his  Ad- 
jutant; Gen.  Forrest  tojbriug  with  him  two 
officers  ot  the  same  rank.  To  this  Colonel 
Hicks  received  no  answer,  but  waited  in  sus- 
pense with  Forrest's  forces  in  view  all  the 
afternoon,  when  Forrest's  forces  fell  back 
towards  Maytield  and  Lovelaceville,  in  the 
direction  of  Columbus.  No  force  was  sent 
alter  him,  as  only  infantry  was  at  the  dispos- 
al of  Col.  Hicks,  while  Forrest's  lorces  were 
mounted. 

A  detachuieut  of  Home  Guards  killed  a 
rebel  Colonel  this  morning  and  several  of 
his  men,  neaf  Mavfield,  and  in  his  pocket 
was  found  a  small  rebel  flag,  quite  new,  with 
the  name  ot  "Molly"  written  with  indellible 
ink  on  one  corner  It  is  said  that  Molly 
lives  in  Paducah,  and  is  believed  to  have 
presented  the  Colonel  with  the  flag  while 
the  rebels  were  in  the  city. 

The  rebel  Brig.  Gen  Thompson  was  shot 
through  tbe  head,  while  on  his  horse  Dear 
the  fort,  during  the  fight.  After  falling  to 
the  ground  a  shell  struck  him  in  the  abdo 
men,  and  blew  him  to  pieces  His  spinal 
column  was  found  several  feet  from  bis  man- 
gled bod-. 


Towards  evening  the  ammunition  in  the 
fort  became  well  nigh  exhausted.  When 
this  was  discovered,  Col.  Hicks  ordered  that, 
should  ammunition  run  out,  the  works 
should  be  defended  wi'h  bayonets  as  long  as 
a  man  remained  alive 

The  enemy's  force  was  estimated  at  5,000, 
and  had  six  small  pieces  of  artillery,  which 
was  not  of  much  service,  only  firing  two  or 
three  shots,  one  of  our  shots  knocking  one 
of  them  twenty  feet  into  the  air  and  smash 
ing  the  carriage,  which  was  afterwards  cap 
tured.  the  enemy  taking  the  gun  however 
The  rebels  were  commanded  by  Brig.  Gen 
Harris,  son  of  Gov.  Harris,  of  Tennessee, 
Brig.  Gen.  Burbridge  and  Brig  Gen.  A.  P 
Thompson,  formerly  a  lawver  of  Paducah— 
Maj.  Gen.  Forrest  commanding  in  chief.— 
Our  forces  numbered  770  men,  consisting  of 
the  following  named  troops:  1st  battalion 
loth  Kentucky,  300  men, mi*  recruits,  Maj 
Barnes  commanding  ;  three  companies  122d 
Illinois  120  men,  Mnj.  Chapman,  and  250 
1st    Kentucky     heavv     artilley,  (colored 
troops.)  all  under  Col.  is.  d.  Hicks,  40th  Il- 
linois.   Mounted  in  the  fort  and  used  in  tbe 
engagement,  were  five  guns— three  24-poun 
der  siege  guns,  one  24-Dound  howitrer,  one 
b-pound  howitzer,  the  latter  brass  pieces.— 
Nine  guns,  larger  than  the  ones  used,  were 
in  the  tort,  but  were  unmounted.    Our  loss 
was  14  killed  and  46  wounded.    Of  these,  11 
negroes  were  killed  and  25  wounded. 

Information  received  from  prisoners  and 
deserters  from  Confederate  lines  corroborate, 
showing  loss  to  the  enemy  of  300  killed.— 
The  number  ol  wounded  can  only  bo  arrived 
at  from  comparison  of  number  killed  in  bat 
tie,  which  according  to  rules  of  military 
men,  will  make  killed  and  wounded  near 
1  ,200. 

The  destruction  of  buildings  by  burning 
number  about  50  in  all,  mostly  immediately 
around  the  fort  No  buildings  are  burned 
above  Broadway.  About  half  of  the  build 
ings  below  Broadway,  fronting  on  the  river, 
were  burned  and  battered  down ;  the  remain 
der,  though  not  burned,  are  badly  battered 
to  pieces  by  shot  and  shell  from  the  gunboats 
which  did  most  effective  service  throughout 
tbe  engagement

[PUBLIC  RESOLUTION"— No.  1«.] 
A  JOIXT  RESOLUTION  authorising  tbe  issue 

of  a  register  to  tho  steamer  ''Mohawk." 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  Houss  e*f  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  the  Socretary  of  the 
Treasury  be  and  is  hereby  authorised  to  issue  an 
American  register  to  the  Canadian  built  steamer 
"Mohawk,"  now  owned  by  Wnrren  Chapman, 
George  Parmelee,  and  Matthias  Teefjel,  of  Saint 
Joseph,  in  tho  State  of  Michigan:  Provided, 
That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  in  anywise 
effect  any  legal  proceedings  now  pending  in  regard 
to  the  said  steamer  "Mohawk."

(PUBLIC— No.  34. 
AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  President  to  negotiate 

a  treaty  witu  the  Klamath,  Modoc,  and  othar 

Indian  tribes  in  southeastern  Oregon. 

jPe  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre-  ' 
sentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled.  That  the  President  bo  and  he 
hereby  is  autborizod  to  conclude  a  treaty  with  the 
Klamath,  Modoc,  and  Snake  Indians  in  south- 
eastern Oregon  for  the  purchase  of  the  country 
occupied  by  them.  1 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  tho  provisions  of  this  aot 
the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  appropriated  from  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior.

AN  ACT  to  carry  into  effect  the  convention  with 

Ecuador  for  tbe  mutual  adjustment  of  claims. 

Bo  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  for  the  purpose  of  car- 
rying into  effect  the  convention  with  Ecuador  for 
the  mutual  adjustment  of  claims,  signed  at  Quito, 
on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  November  eighteen  y 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  the  commissioner  to  be 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
shall  be  allowed  a  compensation,  in  full  for  bis 
services,  of  tbreo  thousand  dollars,  and  ten  dol 
tars  a  day  in  commutation  of  traveling  exponses 
for  the  time  actually  and  necessarily  occupied  in 
going  from  the  place  of  his  residence  to  Guayaquil 
and  returning  to  his  home  after  the  termination 
of  his  duties. 

Sec.  2.  Awl  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  tbe 
President  shall  elect  to  appoint  the  minister  resi- 
dent of  the  United  States  in  Ecuador  to  perform 
tho  duties  of  commissioner  under  the  convention 
aforesaid,  said  minister  shall  receive  a  compensa- 
tion for  his  services  of  fifty  per  centum  of  the 
sum  hereinbefore  mentioned  pursuant  to  the  pro 
visions  of  the  ninth  section  of  the  act  of  August 
eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  "to 
regulate  the  diplomatic  and  consular  systems  of 
tha  United  States." 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Pres 
ident  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorised  to  make  such 
provision  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  com- 
mission under  the  said  convention,  including  the 
moiety  of  the  United  States  for  tho  compensation 
of  the  umpire,  and  of  thesecneary  who  may  be 
chosen  by  the  commission,  pursuant  to  the  pro 
visions  of  the  convention,  as  he  shall  deem  just 
and  proper. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  oarry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  aot  be,  and  they  ara  hereby, 
appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated.

partv  of  Kentucky  to  the  Peace  Democracy 
of  the  North,  headed  by  Vai.i.aspiuiiam, 
Voordkrs,  Bbm  and  Fernando  Wood,  the 
Chicago  Times  and  Cincinnati  Enquirer, — all 
of  whom  have  opposed  the  war  from  the  be- 
ginning,— and  are  now  ready  to  acknowledge 
the  independence  of  the  Southern  Confeder- 
acy. Copparbeadiim  is  dead  and  buried  in 
Lewis  county.  The  Union  men  are  united, 
and  are  in  favor  ol  overthrowing  the  rebel- 
lion at  all  hazards,  at  any  cost,  and  by  the

Letter  from  the  President  to  Hie  North 
American  Review. 

Our  readers  will  remember  that  reports 
were  current  a  month  or  two  ago  that  the 
publishers  ol  the  Review  bad  received  a  let- 
ter from  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
called  forth  by  the  article  in  the  January 
number  on  the  "President's  Policy."  This 
letter  was  sometimes  represented  as  being 
complimentary  and  sometimes  as  a  letter  of 
criticism  and  correction  The  letter  itself  is 
now  printed  in  an  edilorial  note  at  the  close 
of  the  April  number,  and  has  an  interesting 
bearing  upon  Mr.  Lincoln's  views  upon  an 
important  point  ol  political  theory.  ||  is  as 
follows 

'  Executivk  Mansion,  I 
"Washington,  January  16.  } 
"Messrs.  Crosby  and  Nicholas: 

"Genltkmik.  The  number  for  this  month 
and  year  of  the  North  American  Review 
was  duly  received  and  for  which  please  ac- 
cept my  thanks.  Of  course  I  am  not  the 
most  impartial  judge  ;  yet.  with  due  allow- 
ance for  this.  I  venture  to  hope  that  the  ar- 
ticle entitled,  The  President's  Policy'  will 
be  of  value  to  the  country.  I  fepr  I  am  not 
quite  worthy  of  all  which  is  therein  kindly 
said  of  me  personally 

"The  sentence  of  twelve  lines,  commencing 
at  the  top  of  page  252,  I  could  wish  to  be 
not  exactlv  as  it  is.  I  n  what  is  there  ex- 
pressed, the  writer  has  not  correctly  under' 
stooil  me  I  have  never  had  a  theory  that 
Secession  could  absolve  States  or  people 
from  their  obligations.  Precisely  the  con- 
trary is  asserted  in  the  Inaugural  Address: 
and  it  was  because  of  my  belief  in  tl|e  con- 
tinuance of  these  obligations,  that  I  was  puz- 
zled, for  a  time,  as  to  denying  the  legal 
rights  of  those  citizens  who  remained  indi 
vidually  innocent  of  treason  or  rebellion. 
But  1  mean  no  more  now  than  to  merely  call 
attention  to  this  point.

The  sentence  in  the  January  number,  re- 
ferred to  by  Mr.  Lincoln,  is  as  follows  : 

"Even  so  long  ago  as  when  Mr.  Lincoln, 
not  yet  convinced  of  (he  danger  and  magni- 
tude of  the  crisis,  was  endeavoring  to  per- 
suade himself  of  Union  majorities  of  the 
South,  and  to  carry  on  a  war  that  was  half 
peace,  in  the  hope  of  a  peace  thai  would 
have  been  all  war — while  hewasstill  enforc 
ing  the  Fugitive  Slave  Law.  under  some 
theory  that  secession,  however  it  might  ab- 
solve States  from  their  obligations,  could  not 
escheat  them  of  their  claims  under  the  Con- 
stitution, and  that  slaveholders  in  rebellion 
had  alone,  among  mortals,  the  privilege  of 
having  their  cake  and  eating  it  at  the  same 
time — the  enemies  of  free  government  were 
striving  to  persuade  the  people  lhat  the  war 
was  an  Abolition  crusade.  To  rebel  without 
reason  was  proclaimed  as  one  ol  the  rights 
of  man,  while  it.  was  carefully  kept  out  ol 
wight  that  to  suppress  rebellion  is  the  first 
duty  of  government." 

To  this  the  editors  of  the  Review  append 
a  note  as  follows  : 

"Nothing  could  have  been  further  from 
the  intentions  of  the  editors,  than  to  misre- 
present the  opinions  of  the  President.  Thev 
merely  meant  that,  in  their  judgment,  the 
policy  ot  the  Administration  was  at  first 
such  as  practically  to  concede  to  any  rebel 
who  might  choose  to  profess  loyalty,  rights 
under  the  Constitution,  whose  corresponding 
'obligations  he  repudiated.

dav,  from  an  authentic  source,  that  the  opin 
ion  of  the  physician  was  correct ;  Ferguson 
having  since  died  of  bis  wound.  The  report 
that  he  was  shot  in  his  bed  was  untrue.

in  order  to  deceive  me.  Colonel,  if  you 
will  assure  me  that  myself  and  men  will  be 
allowed  to  lake  the  oath  and  return  home  ; 
or  Colonel,  if  not  contrary  to  your  orders,  I 
had  rather  lake  a  parole  and  be  exchanged 
as  other  prisoners.    I  prefer  the  parole 

You  will  be  so  good  as  to  let  me  hear 
from  you  as  soon  as  possible;  and  1  will 
consult  my  men,  and  I  am  sure  all  will  be 
right. 

Colonel,  I  consider  that  1  am  not  to 
blame  for  the  kind  of  warfare  that  is  being 
carried  on  in  this  country  between  the  few 
Confederate  soldiers  and  your  command; 
and,  if  you  require  it,  1  will  give  you  a  full 
explanation  of  the  Calf-Killer  affair,  which 
1  am  satisfied  will  give  you  full  satisfaction 
on  my  part.

P.  S. — I  do  this  because  1  believe  it  to  be 
the  only  way  to  save  thelivesol  my  men.  As 
lor  myself,  it  matters  not;  I  had  as  soon 
lie  as  be  disgraced  as  a  soldier  I  joined 
the  Confederate  Army  to  fight  for  three 
years,  and  my  time  will  be  out  the  first  of 
August  next,  and  then  1  am  no  longer  a 
rebel  soldier.  But  it  has  been  always  my 
rule  to  fill  my  contracts,  but  it  seems  that  1 
will  uot  be  able  to  fill  thai. 

If  this  is  agreeable  I  hope  there  will  be 
no  more  killing,  until  the  thing  is  fixed  up

Sir: — Yours  of  the  27th  inst ,  has  just 
been  handed  me  by  Mr.  Yelton. 

In  reply,  1  must  say  that  the  rumor  you 
allude  to  is  correct  I  stated  to  some  of 
your  friends,  (or  at  least  acquaintances,) 
that  I  mould  permit  you  and  your  men  to 
come  forward  and  take  the  oath  of  alle 
giance  to  the  Untied  States  Government, 
and  return  to  your  homes  in  peace,  provided 
you  and  they  would  deliver  to  ine  your 
horses,  equipments  and  arms,  and  were  not 
guilty  of  murder,  robbery  or  rape. 

A  soldier  is  one  thing,  and  a  murderer  or 
robber  is  another.  This  docs  not  apply  to 
raids  made  into  Kentucky,  but  to  willful  and 
deliberate  murder  or  theft. 

I  have  already  permitted  some  of  yours 
and  Hamilton's  men  to  take  the  oath,  who 
had  been  in  these  raids,  and  in  all  the  fights 
since  I  came  here.  They,  of  course,  deliv- 
ered up  their  horses  and  arms — the  same  1 
require  of  you.  They,  of  course,  were  not. 
as  I  was  informed,  guilty  of  any  of  these 
outrageous  crimes 

I  prefer  not  to  parole  any  one,  but  will 
treat  yon  and  your  men  as  prisoners  of  war, 
by  sending  yon  around  to  Cauip  Chase  for 
exchange,  il  you  prefer  it  to  taking  the  oath. 
As  to  the  Calf-Killer  tight,  where  my  men 
were  so  brutally  murdered,  1  understood  it 
was  done  by  some  Texan  Rangers  and  Fer- 
guson's men  I  regret  very  much  that  it 
occurred,  and  since  that  time  have  taken  but 
few  prisoners.  The  war  of  extermination 
was  made  upon  me.  anJ  I  was  determined  to 
retaliate. 

I  assure  you  that  what  1  have  said  or 
written  is  not  intended  to  deceive  you,  and 
1  hope  that  you  are  sincere  and  honest  in 
what  you  ask  My  object  is  to  stop  the  fur 
ther  effusion  of  blood,  not  that  I  fear  the 
meeting  of  your  forces  or  any  others.  Yon 
will  at  once  comply  with  this  bv  surrender- 
ing, or  the  war  of  extermination  will  con 
tinue. 

Hoping  to  hear  from  you  soon,  I  remain 
vour  enemv,  until  vou  surrender,

After  the  above  was  put  in  type  last  night, 
we  learneil  from  an  officer  in  Col.  Stokes' 
command,  who  arrived  on  thejears  from  Gal- 
latin, that  Col.  Hughes,  Adjt.  McDowell, 
and  others  surrendered  themselves  to  Col. 
Stokes,  at  Sparta,  according  to  agreement 

Decision  Undeb  the  Proclamation. — The 
substance  of  a  decision  made  last  week  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia is  reported  as  establishing  the  law  lhat 
a  parly  claiming  the  occupation  of  his  prop- 
erty under  the  President's  proclamation 
should,  within  the  prescribed  sixty  days, 
'cease  to  aid,  countenance,  and  abet  such 
rebellion,  and  return  to  his  allegiance  to  the 
United  Slates;"  and  that  the  simple  ''re- 
moval from  a  rebellious  to  a  loyal  State  was 
not  intended  to  be  the  evidence  of  such  re- 
turned allegiance."  This  decision  was  made 
in  the  case  of  Win.  Shields,  who  left  Wash- 
ington in  April,  1861,  for  Richmond,  where 
he  remained  until  August  last,  and  then 
went  to  Baltimore.  His  property  in  Wash 
ington  being  seized,  he  sought  to  prevent  its 
condemnation  on  the  ground  that  he  had 
done  no  treasonable  act  since  the  passage  of 
the  confiscation  act.  The  court,  however, 
decided,  as  above  stated,  that  his  mere  remov- 
al to  Baltimore  was  not  w  hat  the  law  requir- 
ed, but  that  he  must  have  established  the 
fact  of  his  restored  loyalty  by  some  act  of 
solemn  and  decided  import,  before  he  could 
be  admitted  to  claim  the  benefit  of  the  law 
His  properly  was  therefore  declared  con- 
demned.— Rational  Intelligencer.

OPINION. 

The  only  draft  of  the  forces  of  the  United 
States  heretofore  made  or  ordered,  has  been 
injstrict  accordance  with  thejequirementsjof 
the  enrollment  act  of  March  3,  1863  The 
call  of  October  7,  1863,  for  300,000  volun- 
teers was  accompanied  by  a  pledge  that 
such  volunteers  should  be  credite  d  to  the 
quotas  of  the  respective  States,  and  that 
there  should  be  no  dralt  in  any  State  which 
should,  within  the  required  time,  furnish  bv 
volunteering  its  full  quota. 

This  pledge  of  the  Government  must  be 
sacredly  kept,  even  though  in  one  Slate 
some  towns  or  wards  have  furnished  more 
and  others  less,  than  their  respective  pro- 
portions of  volunteers.  It  would  be  a  hard- 
ship if,  by  enforcing  drafts  upon  the  delin- 
quent districts,  the  State  as  a  whole  should 
be  required  lo  fnsnish  more  than  its  just  pre 
portion  of  troops  for  the  public  service. 

The  equalization  of  quotas  ad  between  the 
several  States  seems  to  have  been  intended 
by  Congress,  in  the  amended  enrollment  act, 
section  24,  which  requires  that  certain  col- 
ored troops  should  be  credited  on  the  quotas 
of  the.  several  States  or  sub-divisions  of 
States,  although  the  act  requires  all  future 
drafts  to  be  made  from  towns,  wards,  dis- 
tricts, 4cc,  without  reference  to  States  — 
When  further  drafts  shall  be  made,  the 
provisions  of  the  amended  enrollment  act 
will  enable  and  require  the  Provost  Marshal 
General,  in  assigning  quotas  to  each  town, 
ward,  and  district,  to  take  into  account  the 
number  of  men  to  which  each  is  respective- 
ly entitled  to  be  credited,  and  must  therefore 
equalize  as  between  themselves  all  such 
towns,  wards,  districts,  Ac  ,  in  the  United 
Staie-i  No  district  will,  in  the  end,  escape 
its  just  share  of  the  public  burden,  even 
though  further  dralt  is  not  now  made  on 
any  district  ol  a  Siale  which,  as  a  whole, 
has  furnished  its  just  quota

eminent  under  any  pretence  or  circumstan- 
ces whatever.  One  of  our  cities  just  captur 
ed,  sacked  alid  burnt — the  citizens,  men, 
women  and  children,  killed  in  the  streets — 
threatened  on  every  baud  with  invasion- — 
confederate  robbers  prowling  through  our 
territory,  robbing  and  burning  the  public  con 
veyances — thousands  of  treacherous  men  and 
women  in  our  midst  in  correspondence  with 
the  enemy — hundreds  of  men  who  have  been 
in  rebellion,  or  who  have  fled  from  Missouri, 
Southern  syrapatizers,  also  among  us,  is  this 
a  time  for  our  professed  Union  men  to  be 
growling  on  the  streets  at  the  Government, 
and  encouraging  our  foes  at  home  or  abroad? 
Do  they  wish  a  rebel  invasion  or  to  raise  a 
band  of  home  guerrillas  to  burn,  rob  and 
murder?  One  would  almost  think  they  did 
to  hear  them  talk  and  rave

Dear  Sib: — I  have  just  returned  from  the 
East,  where  business  called  mc,  and  write 
mainly  to  recall  to  your  recollection  views 
which  you  have  heard  me  express  in  relation 
to  public  affairs  in  Kentucky,  and  which  I 
have  discussed  in  public  speeches  about  three 
years  ago.       *       *        *        *  * 

In  1 S61  in  public  speeches  in  Kentucky  I 
repeatedly  affirmed  and  demonstrated  the 
four  propositions  following  to  wit  : 

1st  The  greatest  calamity  which  could 
befall  the  nation  and  mankind  in  all  coming 
generations,  would  be  the  destruction  of  our 
government  and  our  forms  of  constitutional 
liberty. 

2d  The  next  greatest  evil  which  ooul.l  be- 
fall the  nation  would  be  the  destruction  of 
our  national  territorial  unity. 

3d.  The  greatest  evil  which  could  befall 
Kentucky  would  be  her  going  into  secession 
and  rebellion  against  the  government  of  the 
United  States. 

4th.  The  next  greatest  evil  which  could 
befall  Kentucky  would  be  her  coming  into 
collision  or  conflict  with  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment upon  any  pretext  or  under  any  cir- 
eumstances  whntever  during  the  pendency 
of  the  rebellion 

These  views  I  have  always  held  ami  main- 
tained. It  is  true,  that  as  a  matter  ol  jus- 
tice to  Kentucky  and  humanity  to  the  ne- 
groes of  our  Stale.  1  do  not  approve  the  wis- 
dom of  the  policv  of  converting  our  slaves 
into  soldiers  Nevertheless  1  hold  that  no 
State  has  a  right  to  nullify  the  acts  of  Con 
gres.s  and  that  all  should  submit.

Tkmparature  ok  the  Soil. — If  no  other 
argument  could  be  deduced  in  favor  of  uir 
der  draining,  the  fact  that  it  equalizer  the 
temperature  during  the  season  of  growth, 
would  be  enough  to  recommend  it.  The 
temperature  of  water  issuing  from  under 
drains,  as  compared  with  the  temperature  of 
the  soil  at  the  same  level,  shows  that  during 
its  passage  it  parts  with  heat  which  must 
rise  upward.  During  the  entire  month  of 
April  the  soil  is  much  warmer  at  night  than 
the  air,  although  perhaps  somewhat  colder 
during  the  day.  The  average  of  its  temper 
ature,  however,  is  much  higher  in  a  drained 
than  an  undrained  field. 

The  Defence  of  tub  Lakes — The  Presi 
dent  has  communicated  to  Congress  the  re 
port  of  Charles  B  Stuart,  consulting  engi 
neer,  upon  the  improvements  to  pass  gun- 
boats from  tidewater  to  the  Western  Lakes. 
The  engineer  assumes  that  upon  the  connec- 
tion of  those  lakes  with  tide  water  depend 
the  jurisdiction  of  our  Oovernuieiu  and  the 
common  defence  and  welfare,  and  that  the 
Mississippi  river  should  likewise  be  connec- 
the  with  the  Lakes  He  urges  that  the  great 
food-producing  region  uses  ibis  chain  of 
lakes  for  the  transit  of  exports  and  import*, 
which  is  a  line  of  communication  at  present 
utterly  defenceless;  leaving  the  lake  cities  to 
destruction  by  English  gunboats  on  declara 
ation  of  war  by  Great  Britain,  inflicting 
damage  to  which  the  cunt  proposed  by  the 
improvement  would  be  utterly  insignificant 
He  makes  various  recommendations,  and 
gives,  as  the  total  estimate  tor  improved 
gunboat  locks  for  the  Erie,  Oswego,  Cham- 
plain,  and  the  Cayuga  and  Seueca  canals, 
with  seven  feet  ot  "water,  over  $18,000,000, 
and  with  eight  of  water  $20,500,000,  and  the 
cost  of  a  canal  around  Niagara  Falls  at  from 
$10,000,000:  to  $13,000,000.

to  the  amount  to  the  item  j  of  such  list . 

Every  person  who  shall  deliver  to  an  Assessor 
any  false  or  fraudulent  list  or  statement,  with  in- 
tent to  evade  the  valuation  or  enumeration  re- 
quired by  law,  is  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  :  and!  in  such  case  tho  list  will  be 
made  nut  by  tho  Assessor  or  Assistant  Assessor, 
and  from  the  valuation  and  enumeration  so  made, 
there  can  be  no  appeal.

The  Cincinnati  Gazette,  April  5,  gives  the

Two  arrivals  ol  European  steamers  are 
chronicled  in  our  alternoon  dispatches — the 
City  ot  London  at  New  York,  with  dates  to 
the  24th,  and  the   Hibernian  at  Portland, 
with  news  to  the  25th  ult.    It  is  now  report 
ed.  in  contradiction  to  former  statements, 
that  Denmark  will  not  accede  to  any  armis- 
tice, as  she  cannot  accede  to  the  surrender 
of  Duppel,  nor  consent  to  a  suspension  of 
hostilities  under  the  present  condition  ot 
affairs.    At  the  close  of  the  Danish  Rigara 
ad,  or  Parliament,  ihe  King  made  a  resolute 
speech,  in  which  he  said  that,  though  un- 
supported, the  time  was  distant  when  Den- 
mark would  submit  lo  a  humiliating  peace 
The  Germans  have  abandoned  theseigeofi 
Frederica.    The  reports   that  Maximillian 
will  observe  strict  neutrality  in  regard  lo  our 
civil  war  are  confirmed,  as  also  his  refusal 
to  see  -Mr.  SlidelL     The  Tory  London  Her 
aid  deplores  this,  and  says  that  unless  he 
recognizes  the  South,  (he  new  Empire  will 
be  a  useless  expenditure  to  France.  Austria 
and  Prussia  have  accepted  the  Conference, 
which  Denmark  has  rejected     Tbe  territo- 
rial integrity  of  Denmark  will  be  guaranteed. 
The  Conference  meets  at  once. 

Alarming  outbreaks  have  occurred  in 
Hungary  and  many  arrests  have  been  made. 
The  English  papers  announce  the  death  ol 
William  Bingham  Baring.  Lord  Aehbnrlon, 
the  son  of  Alexander  Lord  Ashhurton  who 
concluded  the  treaty,  which  hears'his  name, 
with  Mr.  Webster  in  relation  to  the  North- 
eastern boundary  ol  the  United  Stales  He 
married  tbe  daughter  of  Wm.  Bingham,  a 
prominent  Philadelphia  merchant,  and  U. 
S.  Senator  from  Pennsylvania.  Hi"  son  wa" 
born  in  Philadelphia  in  l"yy,  and  was,  ac 
cordingly,65  years  old  at  the  time  of  his 
death  He  was  a  nobleman  of  estimable 
private  character  and  liberal  politics,  and 
devoted  much  attention  to  tbe  relief  of  the 
poor  ind  questions  of  social  reforms.

From  tho  New  Cevonent. 
Employment  of  Women. 
Br  mrs.  m.  a  UTwWttM,  ok  emcAuo. 

Scarcely  a  day  ol  our  lite  passes  that  we 
are  not  obliged  to  conlront  the  question, 
"How  shall  women,  dependent  on  their  own 
exerations  (or  a  livelihood,  find  a  remunera- 
tive employment?"  It  is  daily  urged  upon 
us  by  soldiers  wives,  widows,  and  children, 
who  seek  us  out  at  the  Sanitary  Commission, 
and  the  Relict  Association  for  Soldiers'  Fam- 
ilies— and  we  never  enter  the  Home  of  the 
Friendless,  with  which  we  are  associated, 
that  a  dozen  women,  placed  hors  de.  combat  in 
their  struggle  with  the  world,  and  who  have 
been  received  to  the  protecting  sanctuary  of 
the  Home  till  they  can  regain  their  footing, 
do  not  thrust  upon  us  the  unanswerable 
question,  "  What  shall  tee  do  1" 

A  very  large  number  of  women  are  com- 
pelled to  self-support,  and,  for  various  rea- 
sons, the  number  is  on  the  increase — but 
what  is  there  for  thetn  to  do?  For  men  the 
world  offers  work  enough — they  can  go 
where  they, like,  and  do  whatever  they  are 
best  fitted  for.  The  employments  open  to 
women  are  exceedingly  few,  unremunerative, 
and  crowded  to  excess.  Where  women  are 
educated,  they  can  teach,  if  a  situation  can 
be  found  :  hut  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
in  this  city  informs  us  that  for  every  vacancy 
he  has  twenty  and  more  applicants,  equally 
well  qualified  (or  the  coveted  position,  and 
of  course  nineteen  or  more  of  them  must  be 
disappointed  and  unemployed.  Where  they 
obtain  situations,  their  pay  is  often  so  mea- 
ger, as  in  this  city,  that  it  hardly  suffices  for 
tood  and  clothing.  We  have  known  women 
who  have  qualified  themselves  to  serve  as 
bookkeepers,  and  who  have  graduated  from 
Commercial  Colleges  with  the  first  honors, 
and  been  recommended  by  their  Professors 
as  the  equal  of  any  young  gentlemen  whom 
they  have  graduated — but  they  do  not  obtain 
employment.  Bookkeeping  is  regarded  as 
exclusively  the  business  of  men,  and  women 
are  not  to  be  tolerated  in  competition  with 
them  We  say  nothing  of  literary  employ 
menU,  for  it  is  well  known  that  literature 
rarely  offers  to  the  gifted  and  highly  culti- 
vated hula  precarious  livelihood. 

What  then  shall  the  uneducated,  the  la- 
boring class  of  women  do  for  self  support  ? 
It  any  one  supposes  it  is  easy  for  this  class 
to  support  themselves,  we  would  like  to 
turn  over  to  him  the  continual  female  ap 
plications  for  employment,  that  come  before 
us  in  some  wa>  or  other  There  is  sewing, 
which  is  another  name  for  suicide  or  starva 
tioti.  where  it  is  done  by  hand — domestic 
service,  washing,  scrubbing,  taking  boarders, 
working  in  shops,  taking  care  of  offices,  Dur- 
ing, etc,  etc.  Where  h  woman  has  only  herself 
to  provide  for,  she  can  in  some  ol  these  em- 
ployments obtain  a  livelihood  —  but  how 
about  the  large  class  who  have  families  ot 
children  to  provide  lor?  They  cannot  leave 
their  little  ones  to  go  away  from  home  to 
work  by  the  day,  or  the  week — and  it  is  next 
to  impossible  to  find  them  supporting  em- 
ployment in  their  own  homes  .Many  a 
poor  mother  is  forced  by  the  extremity  ol 
her  poverty  to  give  her  children  away,  rath 
*r  than  see  them  sutler  from  hunger  and 
cold  Among  the  most  painful  scenes  which 
we  have  witnessed,  has  been  the  agony  of 
spirit  of  poor  women,  compelled  by  their 
wretched  circumstances,  to  give  uway  their 
children. 

A  poor  woman  sent  tor  us  not  long  ago,  to 
ask  us  to  find  a  home  lor  her  babe,  two  days 
old.  Her  husband,  a  kind-hearted,  but 
feeble,  shiftless  fellow,  had  died  some  weeks 

belore,  leaving  tier  with  (our  little  children 
uu  her  bunds,  besides  this  little  new  comer. 
"Nobody  would  take  the  baby  except  tor 
love  of  it,"  the  poor  mother  justly  argued, 
"whoever  lakes  it  will  grow  to  love  it  more 
and  more  If  I  keep  the  baby  it  cannot  he 
well  cared  for,  as  I  must  earn  a  living  tor 
the  other  children — if  I  give  it  away  my 
hands  will  be  free,  and  I  can  take  care  of 
the  rest.''  So  we  found  a  mother  and  a 
home  for  the  little  innocent  in  a  wealthy 
family,  where  was  a  great  chasm  made  by 
the  recent  death  ol  a  dearly  loved  babe  — 
We  went  up  to  the  mother's  sick  room,  to 
take  the  baby  down  to  the  carriage,  where 
its  future  mother  awaited  it — as  she  had 
stipulated  that  the  natural  mother  should 
never  know  who  she  was  or  where  she  resided. 
"Good  bye,  little  baby,"  said  the  poor  wo 
man,  raining  tears  aud  kisses  on  its  uncon- 
scious face ;  "1  give  you  away  not  because 
I  don't  love  you,  but  because  I  love  yon  so 
much  that  I  cannot  have  yon  suffer  as  we 
do."  And  she  pacified  the  other  weeping 
children  by  assuring  tlieiu  that  baby  would 
now  have  clothes,  aDd  a  warm  cradle,  and 
be  taken  good  care  of. 

We  sometimes  advertise  for  homes  for 
children — but  much  more  frequently  homes 
are  found  for  them  without  advertising  '  It 
would  startle  the  readers  of  the  New  Cove 
nant  should  we  give  the  leartul  histories 
back  of  these  advertisements — the  suffering, 
poverty,  and  agony- -sometimes  the  terrible 
sin.  We  do  not  pretend  to  say  that  plenty 
of  remunerative  employment  for  women 
would  remedy  all  the  evils  and  wrongs  ex- 
isting among  them — but  it  would  do  very 
much  toward  it  Let  women  who  are  com- 
pelled to  sell-support,  have  plenty  to  do, 
and  that  which  will  yield  them  a  living. 

We  have  no  definite  idea  how  the  present 
disabilities  of  women  in  the  way  of  self- 
support  are  to  be  remedied;  we  only  know 
they  ought  to  be  remedied,  and  that  their 
continuance  infuses  corruption  and  wide- 
spread demoralization  throughout  our  social 
system. 

The  remedy  is  largely  in  the  hands  of 
women — and  therein,  we  are  sorry  to  say, 
lies  the  most  discouraging  feature  in  the 
matter  of  reform  Until  American  women 
of  the  better  class  rid  themselves  ol  the 
sillv  nonsense  that  labor  is  dishonorable — 
that  she  who  earns  her  living  as  perforce, 
lost  caste,  and  is  thenceforth  to  be  denied 
th  entree  of  the  social  circle — that  the  sum 
num  bonum  of  existence  is  dress,  display, 
frivolity,  gaiety  and  a  giddy  round  of  mean- 
ingless and  flavorless  pleasures-- until  womon 
are  exorcised  of  these  absurd  notions,  the 
terrible  pressure  on  the  lower  classes  ol 
women  will  continue,  and  a  wider  ami  bet- 
ter paying  range  of  employments  will  be 
denied  them.  Could  we  have  granted  for 
women  today,  the  boon  we  most  crave  for 
them,  it  would  be  the  right  ol  suffrage 
higher  educational  advantages — a  revision 
of  the  laws  for  their  benefit — none  of  these — 
but  simply  free  access  fo  every  department 
ot  labor,  unhindered  by  the  opposition  of 
man,  and  untrammelcd  by  legal  statutes,  or 
the  more  tyrannical  laws  of  society. 

The  ruler  of  Cashmere  has  recently  taken 
stringent  means  to  prevent  the  further  manu- 
facture of  the  inferior  shawls  which  are  now 
sent  to  Europe  in  large  quantities,  so  poorly 
made  as  to  be  nearly  unsaleable.  In  the  city 
of  Siree  Nugger,  or  Cashmere,  there  are 
seventy  thousand  persons  eoga^ed  in  the 
manufacture.
